An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12.

Claim 21 has been amended as follows: 

In the last paragraph- 
wherein the circumference of the cylindrical reeling surface defines a circumferential 
direction, and the distance between the suction hol e s apertures in the 
circumferential direction of the reeling drum is about 10-100 mm, and the 
diameter of the suction apertures is 1-10 mm. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 18, 19, 22-26 are allowed, because in the claimed reeling device for threading a 
web, the prior art does not disclose or suggest a suction reeling drum wherein the drum interior is 
connected to a source of a lower static pressure outside the reeling drum by a tube connected to a 
hole situated in an axle of the reeling drum. 

Claim 20 is allowed, because in the claimed reeling device for threading a web, the prior 
art does not disclose or suggest a suction reeling drum wherein the drum interior is connected to 
a source of a lower static pressure outside the reeling drum, and wherein suction apertures are 
arranged with 15-25 mm spacing in the circumferential direction and 6-25 mm spacing 
transverse to the circumferential direction. 

Claim 21 is allowed, because in the claimed reeling device for threading a web, the prior 
art does not disclose or suggest a suction reeling drum wherein the drum interior is connected to 
a source of a lower static pressure outside the reeling drum, and wherein the distance between 
the suction apertures in the circumferential direction of the reeling drum is about 10-100 mm, 
and the diameter of the suction apertures is 1-10 mm. 

Claims 27-33 are allowed, because in the claimed method for threading a web, the prior 
art does not disclose or suggest conducting a tail threading strip on a suction reeling drum 
connected to a source of a lower static pressure outside the reeling drum, wherein the diameter of 
the suction apertures of the reeling drum is 1-10 mm, wherein air is drawn through the apertures 
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at a speed of 20-200 m/s to provide a suction effect sufficient to remove a boundary layer of air 
produced by the rotating reeling drum and motion of the tail threading strip. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
